c(tj?er westerh infantry units 
chosen to form mobile strike com¬ 
panies as part of a mobile strike 
battalion are the Loyal Edmonton 
Regiment, the Seaforth High¬ 
landers of Vancouver, the Regina 
Rifles and the Cameron High¬ 
landers of Winnipeg. The Mobile 
Command Reserve will provide a 
training base for the regular 
field force in the event of the ex¬ 
pansion or escalation of a limited 
war, the Regional Reserve will 
produce trained individuals and 
units for the defence of Canada, 
internal sceurity and for the Civil 
Emergency Operations Organiza¬ 
tion, and the Ready Reserve will 
be made up of trained specialists 
such as doctors, dentists and trade 


personnel. 

Vacancies exist in the High¬ 
landers' Mobile Strike Company 
and interested young men can se¬ 
cure information on this new 
militia training at the Vulcan 
Armouries, Monday evenings, 8 to 
10 p.m. 

Strike Company training will 
start immediately, with personnel 
completing general militia train¬ 
ing before being taken on Mobile 
Company strength. The concen¬ 
trated courses can be completed 
in six months and the latest 
permanent force equipment will 
be used in training. Mobile Com¬ 
pany personnel will be air-lifted 
for two weeks’ summer concen¬ 
tration in Wainwright or in B.C., 
where they will train with Regu¬ 
lar Force units. 

A rifle company since its organi¬ 
zation in 1940, the Vulcan Unit of 
the Calgary Highlanders was re¬ 
designated in 1966 as the Heavy 
Weapons Platoon of Support Com¬ 
pany. The Vulcan Unit is com¬ 
manded by Major M. R. Burgess 
and it is hoped that the interest¬ 
ing new role of the Highlanders 
and improved training methods 
will be instrumental in gaining 
new members for the local unit.

the Vulcan County Central High 
School Auditorium on Oct. 16, and 
at the school auditoriums in Lom¬ 
ond Oct. 17, Champion Oct. 18,

Friday is opening day of pheas¬ 
ant season in this part of the 
province and locally, a return to 
the pre-1964 blizzard days is still 
far off, in so far as pheasant 
population is concerned. 

Farmers whose hedge rows and 
ditches supported dozens of birds 
in other years are not seeing them 
in the same numbers this season. 
A bright spot is the good supply 
of Hungarian partridge whose 
hatches have been numerous with 
exceptionally large numbers to 
each hatch. ____ 

By contrast to local pheasant 
conditions, reports indicate the 
area east of Nanton, Stavely and 
Parkland is pheasant country this 
year with good numbers being 
seen by travellers. 

With the upland season opening 
a week later than the normal 
Thanksgiving w e eje^ n d, some 
hunters appear /m have either 
made the doubtful mistake of not 
checking their game folder or have 
taken a chance on shooting early. 
One farmer south-west of town 
thought the season must have 


been open last weekend when he 
saw hunters working a prime 
hedge nearby and heard shotguns 
firing at another spot, a long dis¬ 
tance from duck water. 

Another bright spot on the hunt¬ 
ing scene is duck and goose 
activity this year. Although the 
skies are not alive with ducks in 
their night flights as many hunters 
will remember five to 10 years 
ago, if you go where the water 
is, the ducks are reported plenti¬ 
ful. Good sized mallards are being 
brought down and one hunter who 
weighed two ducks which ran well 
over six pounds, is convinced some 
northern ducks are in the area. 

Bag limit on pheasants is three 
per day with a possession limit of 
nine from Oct. 13 to 31, and the 
'balance of the season from Nov. 
1 to Dec. 2 is five birds per day 
with a possession limit of 13. 

Bag and possession limits on 
partridge are seven and 25. On 
ducks bag limit is eight, five of 
which may be mallards. Goose bag 
limit is five of which not more 
than two may be white-fronted 
geese.

PROTECT YOUR FERTILIZER 

INVESTMENT WITH A SOIL 
TEST 

Carefully sampling the soil in 
your fields and having it tested 
by a specialist is one of the best 
ways of protecting your fertilizer 
investment. A regular sampling 
and testing program makes it pos¬ 
sible to evaluate the changes in 
the soil and to keep fertilizer pro¬ 
grams in tune with these changes. 
Such factors as management, cli¬ 
mate and crop production all have 
a marked affect upon the composi¬ 
tion of the soil and the availa¬ 
bility of plant nutrients. The 
changes continually taking place 
in the soil are responsible for the 
variations that exist in the com¬ 
position of the soil between one 
farm and another and between one 
field and another. Many farmers, 
not realizing the extent to which 
management, climate, and crop 
production affect the soil, tend to 
adopt a standard fertilizer pro¬ 
gram which they continue to 
follow year after year. 

Sample fields that will be seed¬ 
ed to crop next spring as soon 
after October 1st as possible. By 
that time of year, soil tempera¬ 
tures have dropped to the point 
where little change will occur until 
they warm up again in the late 
spring. Forage fields can be samp¬ 
led any time after September 1st. 
Mr. D. H. Laverty, Supervisor of 
Alberta’s Soil and Feed Testing 
Laboratry, strongly advises against 
sampling frozen or waterlogged 
soil because under these conditions 
it is almost impossible to get a 
representative sample. 

All fields should be sampled care¬ 
fully and strict attention paid to 
the soil sampling guide which is 
enclosed in the sampling kits. Each 
field should be carefully looked 
over and from 15 io 20 sampling 
sites chosen. These sites should be 
representative of the main soil 
types. The 15 to 20 samples should 
be thoroughly mixed together and 
a box full of mixture, or composite 
sample, should be thinly spread 
on a clean piece of paper and left 
there until it 's completely dry. 

Small areas of the field, such as 
eroded knolls and low spots 
where plant growth is usually 
poor, should be either sampled 
separately from the rest of the 
field or not sampled at all. 

Information regarding each sam¬ 
ple must be carefully recorded on 
the sheet provided with the soil 
sampling kit so that the analyst 
at the Laboratory can make ac¬ 
curate recommendations. Any un¬ 
usual problems that have been en¬ 
countered in the past should be 
described in detail. A plan of each 
field, showing sample numbers and 
the locations from which the sam¬ 
ples were taken, should be kept 
for future reference. 

Sample kits are available from 
this office, also from several of 
your fertilizer dealers.

... what is the most 
important subject 
to Alberta's deaf 
school children? 


Communication is the prime 
necessity, for, before he can 
begin his studies, the deaf 
pupil must learn to communi¬ 
cate with his teacher and with 
his fellow students. At the 
Alberta School for the Deaf, 
a branch of the Alberta 
Department of Education, 
students spend the first three 
years learning vocabulary, 
spoken and written language 
and sense training before 
they begin regular school 
subjects. To teach these, a 
combined method of instruc¬ 
tion is used, utilizing speech, 
speech reading, auditory 
training and finger spelling. 
Pupils begin this preparatory 
course at the age of five and 
have the opportunity to pro¬ 
gress to Grade X if they have 
the ability and the desire. For 
the older pupils, pre-voca- 
tional courses are offered in 
Home Economics, Industrial 
Arts and Business Education. 
The Alberta School for the 
Deaf accepts children of resi¬ 
dents of Alberta, and Indian 
or Eskimo children from the 
North West Territories, 
wards of the Federal Govern¬ 
ment. The school has a 
capacity of 144 pupils.

Actually, it’s a publication 
called "Chemical Weed Con¬ 
trol”. Each year, 12,000 of 
these technical aids to 
farmers are distributed by 
the Publications and Visual 
Aids Branch of the Extension 
Division, Alberta Department, 
of Agriculture. Next most 
popular is “The Alberta Farm 
Guide”, closely followed by 
“The Horticultural Guide”, 
each with a distribution of 
approximately 7,000 annually. 
Altogether, about 32,000 pub¬ 
lications, covering all agricul¬ 
tural subjects from farm 
management to pest control, 
are supplied free to Alberta 
farmers each month, keeping 
them advised on new tech¬ 
niques and developments in 
food production.

Five dollars the first day, and 
$2.50 for each day thereafter, 
for active treatment hospital 
care — that’s all any Alberta 
resident has to pay to receive 
all of the services prescribed 
by his doctor as necessary to 
his recovery while in a gen¬ 
eral hospital. The remainder 
of the costs are paid by the 
Alberta Hospitalization Bene¬ 
fits Plan, administered by 
Hospital Services, Alberta 
Department of Health. The 
Plan also provides for out¬ 
patient services, paying 80 
per cent of the charges, and 
makes auxiliary hospital care 
available to qualified patients 
for only $1.50 a day. The 
patient chooses his own hos¬ 
pital, when feasible, and if his 
doctor considers that he re¬ 
quires active treatment, there 
is no limit on the length of 
stay for which the patient is 
eligible Out - of - province 
coverage is also provided by 
the Alberta Hospitalization 
Benefits Plan.
